; Recent Massacres in China. 

Marshall, Wl, Nov. 28.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.]—One of the most prominent of 
the American missionaries. now engaged in 
the work of carrying the light of the gospel 
to the benfghted Chinese is an earnest, de-. 
voted young Presbyterian minister who was 
born and raised in this city, but whose hame 
is withheld for reasdns that will be obvious 
later on. He and his wife are doing a grand 
work in their field, which is Chowfu, in the 
Shanghai district. .- : 

This missionary is in a position to know the 
history of the recent troubles and in his last 
letter he says: ae “ 

* Of course you have heard long ago of the 
distressing news of rioting and murder of 
missionaries in Southern and. Western 
China. It is awful. And the worst of itis 
the Governments of thé United States and 
England are to blame for it, They have let 
so many things of this kind go by without 
making any effort to punish the guilty par- 
ties that the Chinese {the officials particu- 
larly] think Americans and Englishmen are 
a set of arrant cowards who care for noth- 
ing but money, and that if they only pay’the, 
home governments a few thousand dollars 
per head they can kill all the missionaries in 
China and no one will be punished. . 

* United States Minister Denby is a @is- 
grace to the government that sent him out 
here. He seems to care nothing whatever 
for the property destroyed or the mission- 
aries killed or driven from their homes. In 
the Li Chwan riots he has refused even to 
appoint a United. States Consul (of whom 
there are quite a number in_China), or a 
Secretary* of Legation, or even an Ameri-. 
can on the commission to inquire into the 
facts of the case, but actually had the im- 
pudence to agree officially to the appoint- 
/ ment of two of the leaders in the riot as. 
Commissioners to inquire into their own 
guilt. If the United States Government 
does not remove him and appoint a capable 
man, who is not a coward, to the position, 
many more precious lives will pay the pen: 
alty. Mass-meetings of Americans and 
Englishmen are being held everywhere. de-

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Weeks of Pittsburg « I 
laborious process by which cesthata'et as- 
sessment and taxation are being improved 
sylvania, What he 
the system Penn- 
-_sylvania is elaborating may be excellent for 
her needs. And it may seem desirable at 
some future day to amend the laws and Ccn- 
stitution of Illinois so as to imitate her new 
revenue scheme. ° 

But Chicago needs immediate relief for a 
part of her public service. After a resolu- 
tion had been adopted to appoint a revenue 
reform committee, Mayor Swiftsaid: 

The action you have taken is right, but it will 
not help us now. It is impossibie for me to run the 
city as it should be on what I have to do it with. 
‘We need today $500,000 more for the Fire and 
Police Departments. We ought to Raye $1,000, - 
000 for the streets. of Chicago. But. and 
improvements I will not undertake wi the 
‘money to do it with. I have heard the 5 valu- 
ation placed at a conservative estimate at two 
billions end yet we can’t get money enough out 
of our assessments to clean and repair our streets 
and keep our bridges in a safe condition, 

Is there no way in which the revenues of 
the city can be increased sufficiently in a 
short time? If so the study of the Penn- 
sylvania plan can be postponed until after 
present necessities are satisfied; Let us 
see. 

City Collector Maas has had an ordi- 
nance drafted for licensing beer-bottlers 
and druggists who sell liquor. They should 
not be exempt as at present. Justice to the 
saloonkeepers, with whom they compete, 
requires that they should take out licenses 
and pay a fair fee,. All who make money 
out of the liqnor business should be put on 
an equal footing. The saloon mien, who 
have much influence with the Aldermen, 
will naturally insist on the adoption of this 
proposed amendment to -the liquor ordi- 
nances. 

It has been proposed also that all vehi- 
cles used for hire shall pay heavier licenses 
than the nominal ones which they do now. 
They are chiefly responsible for the rap 
wearing out of the street pavements, to 
amount of millions.a year,-and:ought to 
contribute more towards their — than 
they do. 

If the Mayor has influence peta with 
the Council to induce it to allow these two 
revenue measures to be adopted, then con- 
siderable money will begin coming into the 
Treasury from these-two new. sources al- 
most immediately, and can be used ‘to put 

‘and keep the streets in decent repair and 
cleanness. The general 2 per ceut tax is ex- 
pended on four great departments—viz.: the 
Police, the Fire, the Health, and the Public 
Works Departments. These absorb nearly 
all the proceeds of the 2 per cent tax. _ What 
is left over pays salaries of municipal offi- 
cers and clerks in the City Hall. 

It is possible to get half a million perhaps 
in this Way, and to get the most or at least 
a portion of it this winter. This will not be 
enough to get the city government ont of its 
trouble, however, for a million more at least 
will be needed. The next thing todo would 
be to have an extra session of the Legisla- 
ture this winter to aniend the/ir 
act of cities so as to‘allow all hi 
to levy one-half per cent additional or. so 
much thereof as may be ed for getieral 
purposes, making not exceeding 244 per 
cent instead of 2 per .cént for gen- 
eral purposes; and also to allow cit- 
jes and villages which may have a float- 
ing debt to levy oné-half of 1 per cent or 
less to pay {t off. The same law should em- 
power any citizen who thinks the tax is: 
being collected after the debt has been 
liquidated to go into court and have the 
at judicially determined » ‘and that 

tax stopped if it is found the floating det:t 
has been paid off. Thea that fax must 
cease. 

That half per cent would extinguish the 
floating débt of this city in about three or 
four years. The half per cent additional for 
general purposes would furnish the extra 
revenue the city really needs without mak- 
ing taxpayers contribute more money for 
State, or county, or Drainage District, or 
parks, or other purposes, By this simple 
plan the taxpayers would not have to pay 
over $5 in order to let the city have $1 for 
general purposes, such as police, fire, pub- 
lic works, street cleaning and repairing, 
bridge repairing, and better care for the 
public health. 

This proposed legislation could be made 
to apply to next year’s taxes—that is, it 
would apply to those of 1896. After the 
tax levy had been made in the spring the 
collection of those taxes could be antici- 
pated, and the city government ° would 
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ugurate th 
menia, the hollow mockery of which is dem- 
onstrated by the continuous maséacrés in

MR. REED’S WISE POSITION. 

A Washington dispatch says that Speaker 
Reed’s position as regards revenue legisla- 
tion this winter as outlined by him in con- 
versations with several Republican leaders 
is as follows: 

He thinks that there should be some revenue 
legislation to relieve the necessities of the Treas- 
ury. He believes that this legislation should be 
carefully matured in both Houses, and not pressed 
to final action in the Congress until it shall become 
evident that the measure agreed upon can become 
a law. Mr. Reed will not advocate any policy 
with regard to the tariff which would be likely to 
result at this time in an attempt on the part of the 
Republicans to make a general revision of the 
schedule with a Democrat in the Presidential chair 
and the Senate controlled by the Populists and 
Democrats. He would be content to restrict the 
work of the Congress to the passage of the appro- 
priation bill, the enactment of such a revenue law 
as is necessary to relieve the Treasury of its em- 
barrassment, and the passage of the few special 
measures which the pressing interest of the gov- 
ernment may seem to require. He distinctly favors 
a short session of the Congress. 

Mr. Reed isa level-headed man. The idea 
of pressing to final action in Congress a 
revenue measure which it is known cannot 
become a law may commend itself to un- 
reasoning theorists, but it can have no at- 
tractions for sensible men. Since more 
revenue is a necessity it follows that the 
two parties should agree on a measure and 
pass it without delay. 

The power of the Speaker over legisla- 
tion is very great. It is hard for any meas- 
ure to pass which has not his approval. ‘It 
may be taken for granted therefore that the 
House will not pass a tariff bill for the Pres- 
ident to veto and leave the revenue question 
undisposed of. But the power of the Speak- 
er to defeat an unwise measure is far great- 
er than his power to pass a wise one. To 
secure the enactment of a feasible revenue 
law he must have the backing of the Re- 
publicans in Congress. They are too intel- 
ligent to refuse to give it. 


MUST BURY ELECTRIC DUCTS, 

Tue TRIBUNE yesterday published state- 
ments which leave no room to doubt that it 
is entirely practical and not difficult to rnn 
underground the electric currents which 
will move numerous lines of street cara in 
this city, and that they ought not to be per- 
mitted overhead, at least not in the more 
densely settled and business districts. 

Mr. Paul ©. Just, an expert electrician, 
says the underground current system is an 
assured success; and he ought to know, he 
being the man who was employed by Mr. 
Yerkes to supervise the work on the experi- 
‘mental line of a mile and a quarter on the 
North Side which was put in two years ago 
on the “Love system” of underground trol- 
‘leys. Mr. Just met with several difficulties, 
mechanical and otherwise. Contraction and 
expansion were greater than had been cal- 
culated on, the conduits choked up easily 
because too small, and the insulators had 
an awkward habit of slipping out of place 
and breaking the trolley.

City Electrician Barrett also testifies 
strongly in favor of the underground elec 
tric current.

The 
same power plants and car motors are used 
for both, and changing to the underground 
current does not cost more than $5,000 ad- 
ditional per mile for new roadway.” He 
also ‘says the underground system is far 
more economical than the other in saving 
electricity.

THE EVOLUTION OF FOOTBALL. 
Time was when the game of football was 


‘a good honest game ‘of kicking, with*no 


more serious aftermath than a collection of 
black and blue shins; -Now it has developed 
into a game of knockdowns and touchdowns 
with more or less slugging, according to the 
temper of the players and the umpires. Time 
was when football was so common that the 
game excited no special Interest. Now it 
has becothe an autumnal fashion. “Soci- 
ety” turns out in styleio see an aggregation 
of stalwart young gentlemen with bushy 
shocks of hair, and incased in padded armor 
from head to foot, knock’ dow., drag out, 
and wallow over the gridiron, and to yell 
itself hoarse with cacophonous and mono- 


‘syllabic tributes to their favorites in the 


grand tussle. 

It would appear now that football is 
about to enter upon another stage of its 
evolutionary progress. Hitherto it has been 
confined to amateur gamés between school 
boys and college boys, but since “society” 
has taken K up and patronized it so unani- 
mously there is the danger that the game 
will degenerate from amateur into profes- 
sional hands, as baseball has done and bicy- 
cling is doing, and that those who have be- 
come experts aiid would like to follow, it 
as a means for earning a livelihood will be 
selected, paid a galary, and organized into 
teams. Baseball has become a profitable 
game to its participants.” There are scores 
of players getting large salaries who scarce- 
ly know enough to “arn a dollar a day at 
any other vocation, and who earn more 
money in a year than they ever earned be- 
fore in their lives: The college games are 
beginning to take the sante direction. Men 
are annually leaving their studies, though 
college expenses go on just the same, and 
going off on tours of combat with other col- 
lege teams., Athletic clubs of cities are do- 
ing the same. Men are bought and sold 
as they are in baseball. The success of the 
season depends upon the gate money. Bet- 
ting upon football js as common as betting 
upon horse races. A large sum of money 
expended upon railroads, hotels, liquors, and 
cigars has to be made good. 

It is evident that before long football will 
become a professional game and teams will 
be made up of men picked out for special 
ability in driving a pigskin and will be paid 
for it. Society now seems to favor that 
kind of education above all others in the col- 
lege curriculum, and it is not rash to declare 
that with the propensity of the American 
people to carry everything to excess it will 
not be long before the classics, the sciences, 
and the various ologies will be looked upon 
as so much lumber and brawn will usurp the 
place of brain in the preparation of the stu- 
dent for his struggle with life. For some 
time to come football will be the fad and 
society will not be long contented with ama- 
teur games. It will demand a gladiatorial 
show for its money. ‘The amateur will be 
too tame for the fierce spectator. He will 
expect teams specially organized with ref- 
erence to the maximum outlay of muscle, 
and will not be satisfied if heads, arms, and 
legs are not broken, When society reaches 
this point it should also demand that the 
owners and managers of teams provide their 
gladiators with accident and life policies, 
so that those who are injured may receive 
proper care and those who are killed may 
leave something to their sorrowing rcla- 
tives who have been bereaved by this new 
departure in modern collegiate education.

THE ENDEAVORERS PRAYER TEST. 

‘The 8,000 Cleveland Christian Endeavor- 
ers, reinforced by the ‘Salvation Army,” 
have begun their prayer test with Col. Rob- 
ert G. Ingersoll as their objective point, 
and last Sunday, as well as upon Thanks- 
giving day, thousands of prayers weré of- 
fered up that the great Agnostic, like St. 
Paul, when he was Saul, might see the 
error of his ways and be cured of his spir- 
itual blindness. 

Several clergymen have been interviewed 
as to their opinions of this prayer test. 
Some of them think the taak will be a dif- 
ficult one, some that the Colonel is not 
worth the effort, and some that it will be 
a waste of prayer and faith. Again, some 
think that the Colonel is not sincere, and 
is only playing a part for what money there 
is in it, while others are quite sure that, 
while they will do no good to the Colonel, 
unless by some process akin to the hypnotic, 
they may benefit themselves by this pray- 
ing by wholesale.

In this speech he explained why 
he was anxious to get rid of the proposal 
that Christian officers should be substituted 
for Moslem itn the commission for executing 
reforms in Armenia. The feason was that 
he had a horror of the powers of Europe ap- 
pearing as the partisans of one religion 
rather than-ancther.

Going 
still further north in the interior a vast un- 
explored region of ice and snow is found, 
and from this portion of the territory the 
outside world has formed its opinion of 
Alaska. 

Some vegetables are grown at Juneau, Bit- 
ka, and-other points on the coast, but the 
summers are so short and there is so little 
heat that only a few of the more hardy 
vegetables will mature. 

The country along the coast is heavily 
timbered and is covered by a dense growth 
of vegetation. The timbered region extends 
fer many miles over this vast country, there 
being timber enough to supply the world kor 
many genérations. 


Gevernment of Alaska. 


The judicial system of Alaska has its hea4d- 
quarters at’ Sitka, but the interior of the 
territory is without a judicial officer of the 
United States, nor is there any along the 
eastern. boundary between Aldska anc Brit- 
ish Columbia, except a Deputy Collector of 
Customs stationed at Fort Cudahy, near the 
boundary. line, on the Yukon River. 

Tn case of trouble along the frontier in the 
Yukon mining region the United States Dis- 
trict Attornéy at Sitka would be authorized 
to send deputy marshals there to preserve 
law and order, but it would take several 
months for the news of a disturbance to 
reach him at Sitka and his orders to be car- 
ried into effect. Officials of the Department 
4 Justice have given an opinion to the effect 
hat the. District Attorney has no authority 


‘to place deputy marshals along the bound- 


ary weg ny police duty or any other purpose 
excep occasions such as in case 
o riot or some great disturbance. 

On aceount of the present existing condi- 
tions and the preparations. being made by

lished in 1870, which represetited the Cop- 
perhead, or Democratic, newspapers, as a 
jackass kicking a dead lion, Edwin M. Stan- 
ton. It took further shape in a cartoon pub- 
lished in November, 1874, and reached a def- 
inite device in December, 1879. The el«- 
phant was of connate origin and develop- 
ment. The tiger came next to the donkey 
in the order of development, having been 
first employed by Nast in November, 1871. 
But, no doubt, the reader will be more in- 
terested in hearing Nast tell of these things 
himself. 

Mr. Nast lives in a charmmg suburban re- 
treat at Morristown, N. J., thirty miles from 
‘New York. It has been his home for more 
than a quarter of a century. It is a square, 
three-story roomy céttage, rusty brown, 
with piazzas all about the ground floor, sur- 
‘rounded by a good bit of shady grounds in- 
closed with a.rustie fence. A Jerseyman who 
was asked way said; “You will know 
the place by the statuaries on¢he grounds.” 
These “statuaries” are life-size female and 
animal figures. It was a dull, wet day and 

,the fallen autumn leaves formed a faded 
“yellow carpet upon the grounds. Inside the 
house is a cozy air of elegance 


‘walls. Mr. Nast’s own particular sanctum 
is a large and well-lighted room in the north- 
east angle of the second floor. The conspic- 
vous articles of furniture are @ large desk 
and a mahogany library table. The table 
and desk ane covered with books, papers, 
periodicals, sketches, letters, etc., in that 
delightful state of disorder characteristic 
of artists literary men. On the walls 
are numerous pictures and engravings. 
‘Upon the top of the desk was a large wood- 
en cage, about which ho a splendid 
specimen of the mocking-bird that critical- 
‘ly and inquisitively eyed the intruder. 

Nast Telis the Story of the Emblems. 

Mr. Nast is a well preserved man of 60 or 
thereabouts. His hair and Napoleonic mus- 
tache and goatee, originally jet black, are 
frosted by time. He is active in manner.

Questioned as to the origin of these dit-

It was 
ber of the same year, however, 
Republican elephant and Demo- 
cratic key first took definite shape in 
one of my cartoons published in Harper's 
Weekly. I remember rightly, the idea

s famous hoax of the escape of the 
animals from the Central Park menagerie. 
The elephant was applied to the Republican 
vote to convey the idea of its timidity and 
unmanageableness, and the donkey to the 
Democrats on account of their capacity for 
blundering. 

“The tiger took its rise from the emblem 
of the ‘Big Six,’ the popular name of the fire 
company of which illiam M. Tweed was 
foreman. This was a tiger’s head, which 
was also afterwards adopted as the emblem 
of the Americus club. Consequently, the 
head of the tiger was first employed. About 
the end of 1869 the anti-Tammany cartoons 
began to appear, and in those the tiger’s 
head was used in various ways. I employed 
the fully developed tiger for the first time 
in a cartoon that appeared in Harper's 
Weekly Nov. 11, 1871, representing Colum- 
bia crushed by the tiger in the arena, with 
Tweed and his associates looking on.

Austen, and Thackeray. Realism, which is 
merely photographic and repulsive, is not 
literature at all, but true realism is the only 
living energy of high purpose and an artistic 
sense. Stevenson did live a most excep- 
tional, a most romantic, life, and could 
therefore write exceptionally. 

In our day authors like Howells and Gar- 
land in America, the Norwegian, French, 
and Russian dramatists and novelists need 
fear no obscuring of the final verdict by 
the lurid mists which just now confuse the 
vision. Brummagem is on every board, but 
it will not wear. There is a false ring tn 
the carpet knight’s medieval heroics, writ 
to order, in the Princes of Vagabondia by 
the hero of the afternoon tea; in the prunes- 
and-prism spinsters’ cry for “red blood 
beneath the coat of tan and an arm that can’ 
clasp a maid!” Strain and tear the lan- 
guage as they may for new and weird effects, 
fill in the background with castles and ave- 
nues and what not, we hear the peas rattling 
instead of genuine thunder, the calcium is 
not lightning, but only reveals the mockery 
of paint and canvas. 

What was worth writing about other times 
which was not. practically written contem- 
poranéously will never te satisfactorily 
written. Life and death today, and what 
lies between, for the men and women of to- 
day are potent with all the elements of 
artistic possibilities in literature.

How Leeches Were Caught for the 
Medicine Trade. 

The leech’ is a strange, unlovely creature. 
Fortunately it has gone outof fashion. But 
thirty or forty years ago, when medica! men 
had a pleasant habit of bleeding every patient 
who fell into their hands, the little blood- 
suckers used to be in great demand. Even 
now. the trade in leeches is considerable. 

Leech fishing is not a pleasant occupa- 
tion. It. condemns the fishers to foggy 
mists, foul, muddy waters, and most fetid 
odors. And, worse than this, the fisher has 
himself to be the bait. Blood for blood is 
the motto of these sanguinary beasts, and 
notHing but a pair of plump and naked legs 
will tempt them from their stagnant pools. . 

The leech lives a semi-aquatic existence; 
it must have plenty of air and plenty of 
water, and it likes them foul. They are 
caught in thé spring and early summer. 
The men turn up their trousers and wade 


khee deep into the water. The sight of the 


legs act like a magnet on the leeches. They 


make a rush for them, cling on and begin 
to stick. The men pick them off as fast as 
they can and put them into bags which they 
carry fastened around their waists. They 


do not lose any time, for the little black 
creatures will swallow five times their own 
weight in the blood of a victim in no timé 
cause as much to flow away. Ldedig res e 
end of the season the leeches retire into de 
water and then their pursuers are compel! 


to wade up to their chins. An alternative to 


this plan is to take a rAft out and dangle 
arms and legs in the water. 

An expert catches many just as they are 
fastening on, and’so saves a certain amount 
of blood. This is an important item. A 
good fisher can, if he is careful, go 6n for 
four or five hours before gets exhausted 
from loss of blood. In that case he will 
have caught nearly 200 leeches. \ 

It is a funny, almost uncanny, sight to see 
the unhealthy-looking men, wading through 
marshes, and swamps, and dirty streams, 
their arms and legs bare, poking ‘about 
among the rushes, and turning the mossy 
pebbles over with their toes in tHe hopes of 
stirring up some colony ofleeches. —
